inability was pioduced by the destruc­ 
tion or loss of the property of said Bank, 
by means of the public enemies, or by 
fire, or flood, or by robbery, of theft, or 
earthquakes, or iiurricanes, which said 
plea beinç sati^facturily substantiated, 
shall constuute a good and valid defence 
to »aid action, ao far as Mid President 
and Directors are by this act rendered 
liable in their individual capacities, and 
no funner. Provided further, ihat when 
a.iy Director, including the President 
ai.all have paid more tiian an equal pro­ 
portion ol any such debt and damages as 
aforesaid, somputing said proportion by

act shall bo consti ued to affect, or inter­ 
fere with, any proceeding already bad or 
commenced, in conformity to any former 
ativ or acta.
